ad Fair and Phono-comb: for those of you who’ve ever 
wondered what kind of songs Shadowy Men On A

OFFBEAT: How did you guys hook up? |

“The Band Who Would Be King.” It played at the Toronto 
Film Festival a couple of years ago. The organizers wanted 
to go to Toronto and do a show to help promote the film, 
and Shadowy Men were Risch as a good band to play 
with. 

REID: We played a bunch of Half-Japanese songs. 

JAD: The show went over very well.

REID: He asked us to do an album with him and we said we 
would. So, originally it was supposed to be Jad Phair and 
Shadowy Men, but Brian dropped out of the project and 


_ Dallas jumped on instead. Shadowy Men were still togethor

decided to end Shadowy men, but Don [Pyle, drummer] and

OFF: What kind of name is Phono-comb, anyway?

JAD: Yeah. | have an album started with Yo La Tengo. 
We've recorded about half an hour's worth of material so 
far and have to get in one more session to finish that up. 
I've got an album started with a band from Atlanta, The 
Dairy Queen Empire, and that's going well. 


OFF: And you've done some stuff with Moe Tucker of the 
Velvet Underground? 

JAD: Yeah. For a while Half Japanese was her backup band. 
We did 4 or 5 hours with Moe. The guitar player from Half 


Japanese is a permanent member of Moe’s band. He used 


to play drums with her. 


OFF: Were you involved in any side projects, Reid? 

REID: | don’t really have time. I’m an artist and | sit on 
several councils. And | was so busy with Kids in the Hall, it 
was like a job. 


OFF: You were performing with Kids In The Hall? 

REID: We played for the audience during the four minute 
wait to keep them energized. I've seen every skit twice. By 
the end of five years | was so sick of them. 


OFF: [to Jad] How is playing with Phono-comb different 
than playing with Half Japanese? 

JAD: With Japanese it’s a a lot noisier. | think Phono-comb 
is a little more solid. | don’t mean that as an insult to Half 
Japanese, but with them it’s more of a noise thing and their 
music varies from night to night. | 

REID: The album we did with Jad sounds more like a 


Shadowy Men album [than when we play live] because it - 


was written as a Shadowy Men album. 


OFF: What's the first single? 

REID: It’s “In A Haunted House,” and it's not from the 
album, it’s just a seven-inch single. Jad was in‘in Europe 
when we filmed the video, so we used a dummy and a 


cardboard guitar. We gave it to MuchMusic and they've

uch exhausted after last summer’s 

long, hot summer of “in-yer-face” 
direct actions, sneaky and often controversial 
investigative journalism, politically-motivated 
arrests, and generally high profile activism, 
I’ve learned a little about taking it easier and 
making my own personal revolution 
sustainable throughout my entire lifetime. If 


_ any of you remember the audiotapes from 


the Food Not Bombs International Anarchist 
Gathering in San Francisco (aired on 

CFUV around this time last year) 
you may recall that myself and . 
fellow activist companions, 
Linda Gillespie, Tathra 
Street and Mac Flatt- 
Scott, all intentionally 
broke a SF city by-law 
for serving poor folks 
food and we were 
all consequently 
thrown in the. 


‘dangerous, all too 
scary, all too 
draining and all too 
passe for this 
present stage of my 
life. 

Last week, hanging 
out on the time-free isle 
of  Lasqueti, Linda 
expressed a sentiment to 
which I can definitely relate, 
“This year I think I’ll just sit at 
home and watch the peas grow”. 
Yep, Victoria’s where its at: growing food, 
doing the radio show once a week, reading, 
reflecting, writing songs, and finding ways to 


get involved in more community-based 


activism. For me anyways, it’s time to act 
locally and think galactically. 

Some say that activism in Victoria this 
year is really, really slack. Maybe so, if you 
equate activism with media-hijacking direct 
actions. Maybe not if you consider some of 
the great work that’s being done locally in 
order to build alliances, draw together the 


connections within seemingly discrete 


struggles, and develop the solid and 
supportive communities we need to create 
the societal change that is so much needed. 
In March of this year I began to work for 
the DIGS Project, a community-based 
environmental youth project . I couldn't 
believe my luck!! Here was an opportunity to 
do community activism and get paid for it! 
Oh, I have to correct myself. Because DIGS 
is a Youth Service Canada Grant project, we 
are not exactly employees—we receive a 
fairly low wage called a living stipend. Well, 
for activists who generally live on welfare or 
at least have a low-income,-$740 per month 
is okay pay. After all, meaningful em- 


ployment is hard to come by. So, the non- 


monetary rewards have been bounteous. 
The organization of the DIGS Project is 
revolutionary in itself: consensus-based, non- 
hierarchical, non-authoritarian, pro-linking 
issues, and most importantly, open-minded. I 
am 5 months into this 6-month project and I 


have seen a lot of positivism injected into 
the community as a direct result of our . 


participation. 


The two themes of the DIGS project from - 


and into which all our activities and ideas 
flow, are urban agriculture and biodiversity 
(or more apropos ‘biodiverse city’.) Our 
inspiration for these themes, and our 
sponsor organizations, are the Lifecycles 
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Project, a community gardening 
organization, and the WestCoast Ecological 
Youth Alliance. I myself have participated in 
the creation of the Common Harvest Garden 
at the Holland Avenue Farm. Common 
Harvest has individual as well as community 
allotment: gardens and communal gardens. 
Inner City Youth Works is our first 
committed community partner at Common 
Harvest and we hope to see other non- 
profit groups there in the future. 
DIGS Teams have their other 
projects at the In Our 
Backyard Garden next to 
St. Vincent de Paul on 
View Street, in 
downtown Victoria; at 
Tyhurst.. Park. in 
Fairfield (a 
community-use and 
restoration planning 
project); and at 
Swan Lake (a stream 
and écosystem 
restoration project). 
Amongst and beyond | 
these main projects, 
we have all been 
doing community 
outreach, education and 
promotion of sustainable 
urban living. Through 
waterwise gardening, native 
plant salvaging from the 
government’s Island Highway 
desertification project, birdhouse building in 
schools, growing organic free food for 
landless, poor or hungry folks, we have 
come to grow as a community ourselves. I 
can only imagine what would happen if the 
free exchange of ideas and willingness to 
cooperate on issues not associated with 
making profits were to extend beyond the 
DIGS office and be tolerated within our 
mainstream, conformist, corporate-ruled 
society (i.e. An activist’s Utopia?). 

The long, hot summer of 1995 was 
unbeatable in terms of my exposure to many 
different activists and their numerous- 
struggles, campaigns, successes, failures, : 
strategies, etc. I jumped from the totally” 
progressive, way-out radical and aware, 
grass-roots San Francisco Food Not Bombs! 
activist community to the uptight, 
conservative and high falootin’ United 
Nations Conference on Women in Beijing. I 
came back to Victoria totally burnt out and 
have been trying to heal and rest from that 
high-paced and stressed-out summer ever 
since. My contributions to activism since that 
time have been more localized, measured 
and reflective. I have often looked to those 
incredibly exciting times in order to figure 
out what to do next. I ask myself, “...Now, 
what do I do with all this knowledge that I 
have gained? Of what I have seen and 
experienced, which parts do I value and 
admire and how could I import them into 
the activist community in Victoria?” 

I realized for myself, at least, that I am 
more connected to this place and this 
bioregion than anywhere else on earth and 
the activism that I do here is simply to pay. 
my rent. And If you've ever listened to my 3 
show, you’ll know who I think should be 
collecting.

Matthew Shipp 
Critical Mass 
213CD 


he title to this debut recording by the 

Matthew Shipp Quartet has a double 
meaning. Critical Mass is a reference to both 
the dense free jazz architecture of the 
quartet’s sound and the spiritual yearning 
of the musicians. 

The spiritual title may recall Coltrane's 
“Ascension,” but pianist Shipp owes more 


to Cecil Taylor’s disciplined chaos than 


Coltrane’s blowing madness. Actually, 
Shipp’s quartet doesn’t even have a horn 
player; with William Parker on bass, Whit 
Dickey on drums, and the recent addition of 
Mat Maneri on violin. 

In the liner notes Shipp says that he 
wants to achieve a unity with his musicians 
where there is no dominant soloist. He 
succeeds even though his mixture of Monk- 
like sparseness with melancholy tones and 
crushed small-clusters on the piano is still 
one of the best things about this album. 

Parker and Dickey continue to provide 
an “out” but swinging bottom-end while 
Maneri’s violin opens up new possibilities 
for Shipp’s compositions with it’s added 
textures and harmonies. I’ve always felt that 
there is something “folky” about the sound 
of a jazz violin—even in the avant garde— 
that | really like. 

Collectively the quartet builds layers of 
sound that are always moving forward. The 
opening, “Critical Mass”, begins with just 
Parker's bass and then slowly increases in 
complexity and intensity as Shipp, Maneri, 
and finally Dickey join the jam, 

“Virgin Complex,” finds Shipp laying 
down a stately theme on the keys while the 
rest of the band bubbles ominously under 
the surface. Eventually the band boils over 
and engulfs the carefully arranged piano 
theme that then joins their freeform 
playing. ; 

The final track “Density and Eucharist,” 
has a beautiful piano solo by Shipp, and 
Maneri gives a interesting impression of a 
chainsaw with his violin. If it wasn’t for 
Dickey’s funky drum solos this piece could 
be considered more avant-garde classical 
than jazz. | 

Check Critical Mass out for some of the 
best modern free jazz out there today.

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Brooks Williams 
Knife Edge 
Green Linnet 


ppalachian-born, Ontario-raised roots 

guitarist Brooks Williams’ first CD for 
Connecticut's Green Linnet label is, in the 
truest sense of the word, adult 
contemporary. This recording is unlikely to 
appeal to the younger set and might 
possibly take a little while to set in with the 
twenty- and thirty-somethings: after all, the 
type of music Williams plays (with little or 
no accompaniment) is something closer to 
what grandma or grandpa might have 
listened to in their heydays. 

To listen to Knife Edge with little or no 
previous exposure to Brooks Williams’ music 
is to take a trip back to a simpler time when 
it would not be out of the ordinary to jump 
on a freight train with nothing in your 
possession but a small pack and guitar just 
because you wanted to. 

Williams is in every sense of the word a 
modern-day musical history book. Even 
though he wrote all of the songs on Knife 
Edge, except for the traditional tune “You 
Don’t Know My Mind” and the gospel hymn 
“This World is Not My Home,” all of these 
songs could easily have come from the era 
of settlers and explorers. Williams’ is 
definitely a turn-of-the-century troubadour 
soul. | 

The understated acoustic-and-vocal 
format of most of the album makes it a 
terrific rainy-day soundtrack. However, in 
stating the CD’s simplicity, one cannot 
forget to mention the honey-sweet backing 
vocals of Kristin Kunhardt, whose amazing 


- vocal talents add another dimension to this

album. 

At times, Williams’ lyrics and music seems 
to make one think he’s in need of a happy 
pill, but then fun tunes such as “Rotterdam 
Bar” and “Wanderer’s Song” changes the 
tone, giving a nice balance to the overall 


tapestry of Knife Edge. 
The coolest thing about this album is 


that Williams not only gives little written 
explanations for the inspiration of each 
song and each song's guitar tuning in the 
liner notes, but he also uses pieces from 
such authors as T.S. Eliot (from whom he 
used a stanza from The Four Quartets:as an 


inspiration for “Wanderer’s Song”) and 


Francis Thompson (whose poem “Hounds of 
Heaven” inspired “Caves of Missouri”) to 
flesh out what is already a dramatically vivid 
storytelling-style of lyric writing. 

Brooks Williams seems like the type of 
performer who would be perfect to see in 
an intimate venue such as Java Coffeehouse 
or Bohematea, but until he decides to grace 
such venues as those around these parts, 
pick up Knife Edge instead, and acquaint 
yourself with the mellow sounds of 
yesteryear.
